TEACH TRADES IN TORRANCE 
VOCATlbNAL*WORKIN SCHOOL 
MOTHER'S JOB IS TAKEN OVER

     . . i
By MADAME X 

There may be those who bemoan 
th« passing of the good old days 
when boys were apprentices .and 
irlrls learned their womanly arts 
under the tutelage of mother, but 
t lese critics have probably never 
visited the vocational training and 
domestic science departments ol 
the Torrance schools. 

The various vocational depart­ 
ments have untold fascination for 
the boys. First of all, let us go 
Into the machine shop and auto 
mechanics department, for It Is 
one of the most interesting places 
you have ever seen. Among the 
machinery to be seen are machine 
lathes, drill presses and a milling 
machine that will make any kind 
of a gear. 

This odd looking thing with pro­ 
pellers on it, placed right near the 
door, is a dynamometer. The dy­ 
namometer has a history all Its 
own, for it -was designed By Mr. 
Austin, head of the department and 
with the aid of the boys was built 
right In the shop at a small cost. 
It Us a machine which has the 
most uncanny knowledge of auto 
engines   how much horse-power 
ihey have and what Is wrong with 
them. It emphasizes a weakness, 
and helps diagnose trouble. Tor­ 
rance is the only high school 
known to have one, although all 
automobile manufacturers have 
them in their testing laboratories. 

Boys Are Busy 
Looking around one sees boys in 

all parts of the room doing re­ 
pair work on their own cars, or 
on cars brought in for repair. But 
here, the cart is before the horse, 
because before they can repair 
cars, or do any testing, they must 
have a thorough knowledge of the 
parts of a car, their assembly, and 
the proper method of repair, gained 
by a year's hard study. This study 
la made in a classroom equipped 
with neatly painted models of all 
standard types of cars. There are 
models of full, three-quarter, and 
semi-floating axles, the multiple 
disc clutch, engines, transmissions 
and everything necessary for the 
foundation of the mechanic-to-be 
These models are cut open In the 
most vital places, so that the stu­ 
dent may see the position and ex­ 
actly how each and every part 
works. 

Plenty of Tools 
The department has a very In­ 

teresting display of parts and tools 
that have been .made there. Many 
kinds of taps, to be used in cut­ 
ting threads on pipe, nuts of any 
kind and size, gears, and tools for 
nearly every purpose. Among 
these is a socket wrench, made and 
hardened right in the shop, to be 
used by airplane manufacturers 
and mechanics for carbureter ad­ 
justment. This wrench, designed 
by Mr. Austin, is very much in de­ 
mand, and an airplane factory in 
Santa Monica has offered to buy 
all that the class can make. 

Acetylene torch work Is also 
taught In the department, and as 
these are expensive to buy, they 
are also made here in the shop for 
a fraction of the retail price. One 
is on display there now. 

Mr. Austin, head of the depart­ 
ment, deserved much praise for his 
genius and for his ability to get 
the most possible equipment out of 
the money provided for upkeep of 
the department. 

Learning Carpentry 
Leaving the machine shop be­ 

hind, let us next travel over to 
the carpentry workshop. There is 
surely a haven for fine furniture 
lovers. Lovely cedar chests In the 
making, delicately carved radio 
cabinets, floor lamps, tables of all 
kinds, china closets, and what­ 
nots made from .the finest wood, 
and so beautifully finished they 
will be a delight to' any home. A 
peek into a tiny room off "the 
workroom reveals a "dry room" 
where the lumber Is kept at an 
even temperature and moisture to 
prevent warping. There, green 
lumber may go through the "dry­ 
ing" process too for it may be 
heated to a desired, temperature. 

On the other side of the work- 
shop is a door leading to a dust- 
proof finishing room, where boys 
may paint and varnish the product 
of their making without fear of the 
dust ruining it. Off this is a fire­ 
proof, closet where the waste ma­ 
terial and all inflammable things 
are kept. Thus, la case of fire by 
spontaneous combustion, the dam­ 
age will go no further than the 
closet 

The carpentry class as a whole 
Is now making the new bleachers 
for the Torrance High football 
field, and when completed will have 
a seating capactly of 1,000 people. 

Out-of-Door« 
from here, let us go out and 

see what the agricultural division 
huu done with that little acre and 
a half that they began to cultivate 
just a year ago. Goodness, It looks 
like they have been busy as the 
proverbial bee, for the place Is 
covered with growing things. 
Around the fence, enclosing the 
acre and a half, are 260 different ' 
varieties of ornamental shrubs, all 
with a numbered stick by them. 
The "key sheet" to these numbers 
a kept in the office, and It is the 
iuty of all agriculture students to 
earn all names of these shrubs, 
ind become familiar with the pe- 
wliarlttaH of It Kvery year there 
ire contests In shrub naming

The sewing classes are active too 
  they are working hard to get 
clothes finished for a fashion 
show which they hope to have In 
the near future. Several girls are 
working on commencement ant 
Easter, clothes, and others are mak­ 
ing everything from blouses, skirts, 
dresess, suits of baby clothes and 
clothes for little sister or "brother; 
what they make depends on how 
far advanced the student is. 

Diet 'Clan Interesting 
Cooking classes teach a great 

deal more than how to boll water 
without burning it, a visit dis­ 
closed, for it is .one of the most 
all-inclusive -courses a girl can 
take. If I had my finger .in the 
pie, I would make It compulsory 
for girls to take cooking. Every 
woman that manages her own 
home ueds just the things that are 
taught in this class, for it is not 
only the actual cooking that Is 
taught, .but meal planning, diet, 
proper division of calories, what to 
eat and, how to eat it, the art of 
being a hostess, how to set the 
table correctly, and the million and 
one things that the modern house­ 
wife needs to know. And one of 
the most important things is 
teaching the budget   system. How 
much grief would be saved If every 
household would operate on- the 
budget system! 

The cooking room now is small, 
the classes overcrowded and the 
stoves and cabinets are in a mini­ 
mum space. 

Should the school bond l»sue 
lo be voted on in June carry, there 
will be a new much-needed 16 
loom building to house all home 
economic and science departments, 
besides the cafeteria and class­ 
rooms. This will provide amply 
for the now over-crowded classes.
